Lawyers to plead insanity 


Okamoto trial opens 
at Zrifin today

ZRIFIN. — Max Kritzman and Da- 
vid Rotlevy, defence lawyers of Kozo 
Okamoto, the, lone Japanese sur- 
vivor of the Lod death squad, are 
to put in a plea of temporary in- 
sanity when the trial opens here 
this morning before a military trib- 

unal, 


Mr, Kritzman told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that he had re- 
quested and received an appointment 
of the court which cancels the 
power of attorney he had received 

from Okamoto, thereby enabling the 
garnnos lawyers to act in the ter- 
rorist’s best interests. This became 
necessary when it emerged that 
Okamoto plans to plead guilty, de- 
manding the death sentence, while 
the lawyers plan to put in a plea 
of not guilty, on the grounds of 
temporary insanity, 

Mr, Kritzman explained that in 
triala that carry a death penalty, the 


court automatically puts in a plea 
of not guilty for the accused no 
Matter what he pleads. He stressed 
that he will not call on any of 
QOkamoto's family or left-wing 
friends to testify. 

It has also been learned that the 
attorneys have not yet received the 
documents sent by the family to 
assist them in their defence. 

Okamoto has asked to be allowed 
to commit suicide or be executed. 
He does not wish to be represented 
by counsel. Mr, Kritzman said yes- 
terday that Okamoto was prepar- 
ing to use the trial as a platform 
for his left-wing radical political 
views and had been working on a 
long exposé which he hopes to be 
able to deliver,

Dayan says army action 
at Akraba was ‘wrong’

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
told the Cabinet yesterday that the 
destruction of 500 dunams of crops 
at the West Bank town of Akraba 
had been authorized by the appro- 
priate army authorities, but said 
that in his opinion the decision to 
spray the crops with chemicals 
ad been a “wrong banat 

Mr. Dayan was replying to 8 
question from Health r Vie- 
tor Shemtov, The Mapam Minister 
also asked whether it was true 
that the Beduin who had been eject- 
ed from Rafah by the army earlier 
this year were being prevented 
from filling their crops, Mr. Dayan 
flatly denied the charge. 

Later Premier Golda Meir said 
there had been “regrettable devia- 
tions" in the past, and expressed 
the hope that in the future the of- 
ficers in charge of affairs in the 
administered territories ‘would not 
overstep the bounds of their au- 
thority. 

The decision to spray the crops 
at Akraba — a small village south- 
east of Nablus near the Jordan Ri- 
ver — had come, Mr. Dayan said, 
after farmers in the area were 
warned on several occasions not to 
plant crops on a 500-dunam tract 
which, according to him, had been 
expropriated by the army “many 
years ago” for ἃ training site. He 
denied a recent report in the “Nou- 
vel Observateur” that the amount 


of jJand sprayed had been 6,000 
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dunams and noted that the crops 


-destroyed had been planted illegally. 


It is understood that the question 
of compensation for the Akraba vil- 
lagers was not brought up at yes- 
terday’s Cabinet session. 

The Cabinet also decided yesterday 


to recommend that a motion for

The Cabinet voted down a pro- 
posal by Tourism Minister Moshe 
Koi that the Coalition parties be 
Biven a free vote on the two bills 
which seek to amend the Law of 
Return by defining conversion ag by 
halccha only. Only the two Mapam 
Ministers —- Health Minister Victor 
Shemtov and Absorption Minister 
Nathan Peled — supported Mr. Kol's 
proposal in the hope that this would 
establish 8 precedent which could be 
followed when Gideon Hausner’s bill 
on civil marriage comes before the 
House. 

Following the formal granting of 
permission to abstain yesterday, the 
three N.R.P, Ministers—Interior Min- 
ister Yosef Burg, Religious Affairs 
Minister Zerah Warhaftig and Wel- 
fare Minister Michael Hazani — 
assured the Cabinet that their 
party’s entire 12-man faction would 
abstain on the Aguda Dilis.

Alarming report 


General de Gaulle and President 
Pompidou have successively played 
up the generosity of French aid to 
the developing countries and parti- 
eularly to Africa. But a recent re- 
port by a former Gaullist Minister, 
George Gorse, gives the lie to their 
claims that France is the only 
country In the world which devotes 
ever 1 per cent of its gross national 
product to such aid. 

The Gorse report has caused such 
alarm here that, almost a year af- 
ter it was handed over to the Gov- 
ernment, it has still not been pub- 
lished. This explosive document con- 
firms that 10 years ago France 
was in fact contributing 13 per 
cent of its GNP. to developing 
states. But by 1971 this proportion 
had dropped to 0.69 per cent. 

Gorse urged that France should 
set up a centralized authority for 
distributing aid in the same way 
85 Britain and West Germany, in 
order to end the plethora of over- 
lapping plans and budgets which 
are produced in a curiously com- 
petitive spirit by half-a-dozen Gov- 
ernment ministries and agencies. In 
1963 Jean-Marcel Jeanneney, ano- 
ther Gaullist ex-Minister, made the 
same suggestion in an earlier re- 
port which, like M. Gorse's, was 
suppressed without any of its re- 
commendations being implemented. 

But the build-up of pressure from 
the African states themselves now 
seems likely to succeed where the 
Gorse and Jeanneney reports failed.

WHY THE PARTY CONVENTION SURVIVES 


AS the U.S. election approaches 
the climax of the Democratic 
Party Convention, opening i 
evening, many observers are 
again questioning the ways in 
which Americans select their 
candidates for President. 
Criticism of the convention 
system is not new. The noted Bri- 
tish analyst, James Lord Bryce, 
argued that conventions made 
it inevitable that “great men are 
not elected President." To ano- 
ther foreign commentator, M. Os- 
trogorskii, the party conclave re- 
sembled “a raying mob which, 
under ordinary circumstances, 
could only be formed if all the 
inmates of all the lunatic asy- 
lums of the country had made 
their escape at the same time.” 
General American opinion has 
also been critical. For at least two

Religion and 
politics 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — A distinction must be 
made bétween politits and principle 
in the present discussion of “The 
Law of Return.” The practicality of 
politics may be on the side of those 
who resist a change now iest it 
break up the coalition. The position 
of principle, however, calls for ac- 
tion in this area within the frame- 
work of Jewish kelecha. 


In this regard it is both tragic 
and unrepresentative for two arms 
of the Conservative Movement (The 
Rabbinical Assembly and The Unit- 
ed Synagogue) to join hands with the 
un-halachic groups of the Reform 
Movement (June 5). In a matter of 
this importance in defining “Who is 
ἃ Jew." the Conservative Movement 

“stands for the halachic position, in 

contrast to the Reform Movement. 
The tragedy of the joint statement is 
dramatically demonstrated by the 
fact that it came the same week 
that the Reform Rabbis announced 
the results of a survey which indicated 
that 41 per cent of their members 
perform inter-marriages between 
Jews and non-Jews which are ποῖ 
acceptable in Jewish law. This makes 
it evident, therefore, that the over- 
whelming opinion of Conservative 
Jews and, especially, Rabbis would 
oppose this joint statement because 
the Law. Committee of the Conser- 
vative Rabbinical Assembly recently 
voted unanimously to oppose inter- 
marriages. Such a unanimous vote 
makes it a binding principle of Con- 
servative Judaism. 

The appropriate time must be 
found for amending “The Law of 
Return,” making it apply to those 
who have been converted according 
to halacka — no matter which Rab- 
bl performed the conversion. The cri- 
terion should not be the politics of 
the group the Rabbi belongs to — 
Orthodox, Conservative or Reform 
— but whether there was adequate 
compliance with Jewish tradition 
and halacha (circumcision, ritual im- 
mersion etc). Thig would be mature 
responsible action at a time which 
requires, more than ever, 85 much 
unity as possible between all seg- 
ments of the Jewish people.

It is common agreement in Bri- 
tain that the best of M.'s is worth 
500 yotes (in constituencies of 
50,000 to 100,000 voters), People vote 
according to. party. The main dif- 
ference ἐπ the selection of candi- 
dates is that the local sélection 
committee has 8 (diminishing) say 
in the selection. As these tend to 
be narrower and more reactionary 
than the party head offices, this Is 
usually regarded as a drawback. 
However, candidates are more and 
more decided centrally. 

As to the superior quality of the, 
MPs, this is difficult to prove, but 
few in Britain would recognize this 
attribute of thelr representatives, 
apart from the handful of national 


figures. 

Another drawback to the consti- 
tuency system is that it distorts 
the views of the electorate. It is not 
unknown for the party with most 
votes to have fewer M®P.’s. 
Under Israeli conditions, the ef- 
fect would be to give the Labour 
Party an overwhelming majority 
based on a minority of the elec- 
torate. It is possible that, in some

The devices sug- 
gested for keeping nations’ payment 
balaneeg in equilibrium — eg. re- 
alignments of exchange parities, 
even floating rates — have proved 
increasingly inadequate in coping 
with the problems they were et. 
ed to solve. Important though the 
free flow of goods and services may 
be, it is becoming increasingly ina- 
dequate for maintaining growth of 
world economy. 
Israeli case 

Let us take a look at what is 
going on in this country. Israel is 
thriving on an ever-increasing for- 
eign trade deficit, which is partly 
offset by invisible exports and cur- 
rent remittances from abroad, and 
to a growing extent by inflow of 
capital — either direct investments, 
or loans, grants and donations in- 
tended to finance them, and recent- 
ly also by speculative “hot money.” 
This dependence upon external, un- 
reliabie factors may be excessive in 
our case, but the fact is that simi- 
lar disequilibriums persist, and are 
growing, everywhere, so that they 
now dominate the payment balances 
of most nations. 

As a result, balancing of interna- 
tional accounts may now depend less 
upon trade than upon investments, 
aid and credits, less upon a cur- 
rency’s purchasing power than upon 
a country's safety and profit per- 
formance. Moreover, the more easily 
accounts are settled, the more free- 
ly money can move among coun- 
tries, the more perplexing the mas- 
sive capital flows may become, both 
for rea] and for speculative purpose. 
Central Bank governors are driven 
crazy by the contrary effects of in- 
terest rate policies on the money 
and on the capital markets: cheap 
money, required for stimulating an 
economy, may cause a shortage of 
funds owing to capital outflow, 
while high interest rates, introduced 
to check inflation, may make things 
worse by attracting foreign funds. 
The paradoxical outcome of this de- 
velopment has been the recent ten- 
dency to differentiate between mone. 
tary and capital movements in mat- 
ters of controls, exchange rates, 
etc. While trade and money flows 
are progressively eased and freed 
from control, the contrary is true 
of capital flows. 


Range of issues 


A few examples may illustrate 
the range of the issues involved. 
he economic quarrel between the

concerned with tariff and non-tariff 
barriers to free trade, with the 
BE.C.’s preferential trade agree- 
ments, with President Nixon’s effort 
to put an end to America’s balance 
of payments deficit.

position to the inroad of American 
capital which threatens to turn 
vital European industries into Amer- 
ican dependencies. 


Similarly, the European govern- 
ments’ insistence on dollar conver- 
tability, and thelr opposition to the 
dollar’s functioning 85 world r2serve 
éurrency, stems from their unwilling- 
ness to be tied to the Amerizan 
economic ups and downs in spite of 
all the short-term benefits that may 
involve. The cheers which greeted 
Japan’s decision to scale down its 
huge reserves of foreign currency 
— in accordance with Breton Woods 
Code of monetary behaviour 
calmed down when it was realized 
that it intends to use the funds for 
investments abroad, thus fostering 
its economic domination in the Far 
East. Opposition to foreign iake- 
overs is hardening even in such ad- 
vanced and liberal countries as Ca- 
nada and Australia. On the other 
hand, the developing countries are 
increasingly pressing not only for 
aid, but for funds, know-how and 
tariff concessions that could help 
them to’ develop modern industries. 

The common feature of these 
trends is that they involve factors 
of non-monetary character, which 
operate outside and often 
against — the free market forces. 
Canada and France spurn U.S. in- 
vestments for reasons which are 
mot economic, but which may be 
labelled political or national or just 
long-term, but they are potent ne- 
verthelesa. The liberal tide which 
had been institutionalized in ILM. 
and G.A.T.T. is subsiding. State con- 
trols, which had been losing ground, 
are again resorted to, and are in- 
creasingly supported by ‘the public. 


New protectionism 


The extent of the new protec- 
tlonism is best seen in the U.S., 
where the Nixon Administration, 
considered abroad as tough on in- 
ternational matters, has taken a 
strong stand against more radical 
demands pressed for by the trade 
unions. The Hartke-Burke bill, now 
in the Congress, would give the gov- 
ernment authority to license exports 
of capital and technology, and raise 
taxes on foreign earnings of U.S. 
companies, apart from introducing 
import quotas in order to prevent 
foreign competition with domestic 
industries and employment, And this 
change of attitude is not confined 
to the American scene. The British 
trade unions have recently officially 
adopted a similar programme op- 
posing trade liberalization, and de- 
manding curbs on the right of com- 
panies to invest and set up manu- 
facturing facilities abroad. The to- 
pical importance of this pro; e 
lies in the fact that it is directed 
against the industrialization of de- 
veloping countries.

— If 
you can’t find a telephone, the best 
place to look for one is Monaco, 
which has more per head of the 
population than any other country 
in the world, according to the latest 
issue of the U.N. statistical year 
book. 

With 67.8 telephones for every 100 
residents, the tiny principality nestl- 
ed in the French Riviera outstrips 
even the telephone-conscious U.S. 
where the huge total of more than 
120 million instruments still works 
out at only 58.7 per 100 population. 


The world as a whole, in 1970, had 
something like 272,700,000 telephones 
or 7.4 to be shared among every 
100 men, women and child on 
earth, The distribution is extremely 
uneven, however, ranging from one 
telephone per 100 inhabitants of Af. 
rica, and 1.6 in Asia, to 41.2 in North 
America. 

Among the hardest places in the 
world to find a phone are Burundi, 
Chad, Mali, Nigeria, Burma, Nepal 


Yemen and Laos, where there is 
only one for every 1,000 inha- 
bitants.

Already sug- 
gestions have been made to re- 
cast the entire system of Interna- 
tional trade-and-payments, snd to 
replace both LMF. and G.A-T.T. 
by a new organization that would 
create a worid free trade area ba- 
sed on a new set of competitive 
rules. What kind of rules they will 
be, is far from clear. They will 
doubtless involve a closer system of 
international cooperation than is 
maintained today, and consequently 
some trimming of national sover- 
eignty. But on the other hand, ¢o- 
operation will hardly be possible to 
achieve without more administra- 
tive control and planning of economic 
decisions, With the ever-increasing 
size of economic enterprises, and 
of the ancillary investment funds 
and projects, crucial decisions tend 
to slip out of the market-monetary 
sphere. Major crises of purely mo- 
netary character — like that of last 
-year — are now taken by the 
world economy in its stride, because 
the centre of gravity has moved 
elsewhere.

Industrial 
settlement 
for Golan

TIBERIAS. — A new industrial 
settlement, the ‘first of its kind, will 
be opened at the Bnei Yehuda 
centre in the southern part of the 
Golan Heights next month. 

The director of the Jewish Agen- 
cy's Settlement Department's moun- 
tam region section, Ya'acov Arad, 
told The Post yesterday that the 
settlement is being built around a 
TL5m. plant that will produce parts 
for the aircraft industry. Several 
dozen families whose heads are em- 
ployed by the industry will arrive 
for settlement next month and by 
the end of next year all the 60 
homes that are planned will be 
completed. The plant will eventually 
employ 200 workers, 

The department has adopted the 
settlement although it is not an 
agricultural one, and negotiations 
have been started with skilled new 
immigrant workers to settle tem- 
porarily in huts until homes can be 
built for them, and meanwhile, start 
working in the plant. 

A similar industrial settlement, 
‘based on small plants and work- 
shops, is to be established in the 
centre of the Heights, at Hispin, 
by 8 group of religious youths.

The members of the works com- 
mittee of El Al's maintenance em- 
ployees will have to pay a mouth's 
selary each for violating the Tel 
Aviv Labour Court's order to return 
to work during their strike in April. 

This was decided yesterday by the 
National Labour Court In Jerusalem, 
which rejected the committee mem- 
bers’ appeal of the fines imposed by 
the District Court. ᾿ 

The District Court, which ordered 
the workers back to their jobs, had 
imposed fines of IL500 per hour of 
strike subsequent to ‘the order, to 
Increase by 10 per cent with each 
passing hour. The strike had con- 
Wnyed for 28 hours after the back- 
to-work orders, and was stopped 
only after the Histadrut intervened, 
promising to help the works com- 
mittee to handle the matter of the 
Gnes. 

The National Labour Court re- 
jected the appeal, but agreed to re- 
duce the fine’s proportions, and to 
forego levying a.fine from the com- 
Mittee as a whole, in addition to 
the individual fines of a month's 
salary.

Immigrant engineer found 
in hands of Lebanese 


HAIFA. — An immigrant engineer 
from Germany who disappeared from 
his Kiryat Tivon apartment a month 
ago has turned up in the hends of 
the Lebanese authorities, after cross- 
ing the border in circumstances 
which police yesterday declined to 
reveal. 

The man, whom the Lebanese 
have been holding since June 8, 
is 87-year-old Peter Fulman, who 
since his arrival a year ago as 8 
tourist had managed to marry and 
divorce an Israeli girl 

Fulman changed his status to 
temporary resident shortly after ar- 
riving and spent some time at the 
Kibbutz Shefayim Hebrew ulpan, 
but left to take up work as an en- 
gineer. He subsequently met and 
married a Herzliya girl and settled 
in her home town, but a month 
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after the wedding quit work end 
left his wife. 

The former Mrs. Fulman told 
“Itim" yesterday that Mr. Fulman 
had been unable to give her any 
reason for his actions, but had con- 
sented to a divorce. Mr. Fulman 
then moved to an apartment on Re- 
hov Hashoshanim in Kiryat Tivon 

The search for him began when 
his landlord noticed his absence last 
month. When it was learned two 
weeks ago that the Lebanese were 
holding a man who had crossed 
over from Israel, this was initially 
thought to be Yosef Stern, a Haifa 
student who disappeared on June 
20. A police investigation showed 
the man was Mr. Fulman, but the 
Haifa area police were unwilling 
yesterday to divulge any further 
details.
